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REMARKS 

Claims 1, 11-13, 23 and 24 are pending in the application upon entry of this 
amendment, and have been amended herein so as to be placed in condition for 
allowance. Claims 2-10 and 14-22 have been canceled. Entry of the amendment and 
favorable reconsideration of the application is respectfully requested. 

/. CLAIMS AMENDED TO INCORPORA TE ALLOWABLE SUBJECT MA TTER 

The Examiner identified claims 10-12 and 22-24 as representing allowable 
subject matter in the Office Action mailed on April 8, 2008. In order to expedite 
favorable prosecution, applicants have amended the claims to incorporate such 
allowable subject matter and thereby place the application in condition for allowance. 

Specifically, applicants have amended claim 1 to incorporate all of the features of 
allowable claim 10 including all of the features of intervening claim 7. Similarly, 
applicants have amended claim 13 to incorporate all of the features of allowable claim 
22 including all of the features of intervening claim ^9.^ 

Regarding remaining allowable claims 11, 12, 23 and 24, these claims have been 
amended to independent form including all the features of the base claim and any 
intervening claims. 

Thus, all claims in the application should now be in condition for allowance. 
Withdrawal of the rejections is respectfully requested. 

//. CONCLUSION 

Accordingly, all claims 1, 11-13, 23 and 24 are believed to be allowable and the 
application is believed to be in condition for allowance. A prompt action to such end is 

earnestly solicited.
